Secretary Stimson says that "at the 
present ra e of appropriation it is es 
tim ated that it would take more than 
fifty years to secure a reasonable sup­ 
ply of field artillery guns, carriages 
aud ammunition teat would be neces­ 
sary in the event of war.” 


Rifleman’* Expense Heavy. 


The report

■tartling statem ent that at a cooser 
votive estim ate the expense per ef­ 
fective rifleman iu the United Stat *s 
arm y is between two and five tim^-c 
as much as any flrat-ciass power on 
the continent of Europe.

parison is made after excluding from 
consideration the higher pay and ba ­ 
ter subsistence thta American Boldins 
receive.
